Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesola :

SecrioN 1, That section three, of chapter four, of an
act of the legiclature of the state of Minnesota, entitled
¢an act to incorporate the city of Minneapolis,” approved
February sixth, a. p. one thonsand eight hundred and
sixty-seven, be and the same is hereby amended so that
ithe thirty-second and last clause or subdivision of said
_gection shall read as follows : ’
Thirty-second—Fines, penalties and punishments im-
posed by the common council for the breach of any ordi-
nance, by-law or regulation of said city, may extend fo a E.?ff’fﬁ’;gnﬁf
fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, and imprisonment U imposud.
in the city prison or county jail not exceeding thirty days,
or both, and to be fed on bread and water, or to hard labor
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upon the streets, alleys or any public work of said city,
with a ball and chain attached to the leg of the offender,
for a pertod not exceeding ninety days, and imprisonment
in the city prison or county jail during the intervals of such
time when not at work -as aforesaid. or to any or either or all
of such punishments. Provided, That no sentence of hard
labor shall be imposed, together with the penalty of the
offender being fed on bread and water, and wheunever any
punishment for the violation of any ordinance of said city
shall be declared by said common council to be hard labor
as aforesaid, with a ball and chain attached to the leg of
the offender, and such punishment shall be inflicted by the

Powers of the Sehtence of any city justice, upon any person or persons

Counell, violating any ordinance of sald city as aforesaid, it shall
be the the duty of the juilor or other psrson to whose cus-
tody the offender is committed, to surrender such offender
into the custody of the person or officer in charge of any
work ilpon any street of said city or other public work of
said city when called upon for that purpose, a.udto receive
such offender back from the custody of such person or of-
ficer, whenever returned, and such person or officer 8o re-
ceiving such offender for the purpose aforesaid, shall be
responsible to the city of Minneapolis for the safe keeping
of such offender during the time such offender shall remain
in his custody as aforesaid. And any such perzon or of-
ficer who shall wilfully -or through negligence suffer any
such offender to escape from his "custody aforesaid, shall
pay to the said city a sum of money egual to two dollars for
each and every day of the unexpired term that such of-
fender so escaping was liable to work for said city, as
aforesaid, to be recovered in a civil action in the name of
said city, before any city justice of said city, and the of-
ficial bonds of any officer of said city against whom any
judgment shall be recovered for any such escape, shall be
linble for the same. And it shall be the duty of any such
officer or person so receiving any such offender from jailor
or other person as aforesaid, for the purpose aforesaid,
to keep such offender at hard labor for the space of ten
hours in each and every day upon such street or public
work as such person or officer shall direct.

Sea. 2. That section seven, of chapter three, of said
act, be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as
follows : .

Sec. 7. There shall be a chief of police in said city
who shall be appointed by the mayor, by asd with the
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-consent of the common council, who shall perform such
duties as shall be prescribed by the common council for
‘the preservation of the public peace. All police officers
-of said city shall possess the powers of constables at com- gp0corpo
mon law or by the laws of this state, and it shall be their dutiesof—Con-
duty to execute and serve all warrants, processes, commit- e
ments, and all writs whatzoever, issuved by the city jus-
‘tices, for any violation of the laws of the state of Minneso-
ta, or of the ordinances or by-laws of the said city, and
also all writs and processes whatsoever, issued by the city
justices In civil actions, when apeciaily ordered by such
Justice to serve such civil process, but not otherwise. And
they shall have authority to pursue and arrest-any person
fleeing from justice in any part of this state, and when per-
forming the duties of constables aforesaid, shall be enti-
tled to like fees. Watchmen shall have authority to ar-
rest and detain any person guilty of any breach of the peace,
-or of any violation of the laws of this state, or of the ordi-
nances or by-laws of said city, and for these purposes
shall possess the powers of constables at common law,
while on duty. There shall be elected in said eity, at the
regular annual city election in each year, one constable,
who shall be styled city constable, who shall possess all
‘the powers of a constable at common law, whose duty it
shall be to serve all civil process of whatsoever nature, is-
- .sued by the city justices, and all criminal process issued
by 8such justices, that shall be placed in his hands. Such
constable shall receive the same fees for such services as
aresallowed constables In towns for similar services, and
shall, before entering upon the duties of his office, execute
a bond to the city of Minneapolis, in the sum of five hun-
dred dollars, conditioned for the faithful performance of
his duties as such constable, which bond shall have two
sureties to be approved by the mayor, and shall be filed
with the clerk of said city, such constable shall be subject
to the same liabilities, and enjoy the same privileges as
constables in towns in this state, and his official bond may
be sued upon in the same cases as the official bonds of such
const: bles.  Said city counstable shall hold his office until
his successor shall have been duly elected and qualified.
Sec. 3 That section eleven chapter three be amended
to read as follows :
Sec. 11. The city justices shell as often as the com-
mon council may require, report to the common council
all the proceedings instituted before them in which the city
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is interested, and shall at the same timée account for and

to contaln. justices shall be entitled to receive from the city of Minne-
apolis in all erimnal cuses arising under the by-laws or or-
dinances of said city, and from the county or Hennepin in
all criminal cases arisirg under the laws of the state of
Minnesota, other than said by-laws (or) ordinances, such
fees as arc allowed by statutes to justices of the peace for
similar services.

Disporition of levied or collected by the city justice or that may he col-
lected by any other officers of the city for the violation of
any ordinance or by-law of said city, sha.l be vested in and
be the sole aud exclusive property of said city, and all
fines and moneys thut may be collected by any officer of
said city- for any violation of any law of this stato other
than a by-law or ordinance of said city, shall belong to the
county of Hennepiu, and shall be accounted for to said
county of Hennepin by the officers collecting the same, at
the first meeting of the board of county commissioners of
said county held after such collection.

P 4P treasury of the city not otherwise appropriated, not ex-
ceeding one thousand dollars in any one year, such sum
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or sums ag tho common council may deem proper for extra-
ordinary expenses of said city, and may include in the
estimats of expenses tor the city government a sum not ex-
.ceeding one thousand dollars in any one year for such ex-
traordinary expenses, and levy a tax therefor and collect
the same as other taxes are collected for expenses of said
city government.

Sec. 7. That the city of Minneapolis be and is hereby
authorized to use and appropriate the bonds of said city to
the amount of one thousand dollars, the issue of which are
provided for in anact entitled ¢‘an actto anthorize the
city of Minneapolis to issue bonds for the construction of
water works,” approved February twelfth, one thou-
sand eight hundred and sixty-eight, to aid in the construc-
tion of.a road or roads from said city of Minneapolis to
Hutchinson, in the county of McLeod, such aid to be given
in such manner as the common council of said city of Min-
peapolis may direct.

Seo. 8. This act shall take effect and be in force from
snd after its passage.
